Sesame Locks 


Another type of disk tumbler padlock is the Sesame lock made by the Corbin Lock 
Co. Its unique design makes it more difficult to open 

than Master padlocks, but it can be opened. Let's take one of the three or four 
wheel mechanisms, look at a cross section, and see how it 

works. The wheel has numbers from zero to nine. Attached to the wheel is a small 
cam. Both the wheel and cam turn on the shaft. 

Each wheel in this lock operates indepen- dently with its own cam and shaft. The 
locking dog is locked to the shackle. In this position 

the shackle cannot be opened. The locking dog operates with all three or four 
wheels. The locking dog is riding on the round edge of the 

cam. The spring is pushing up on the cam. The locking dog cannot move up because 
it is resting on the round part of the cam. When 

the wheel is turned to the proper combination number, the locking dog rests on 
the flat of the cam. The spring can then raise the 

locking dog to release the shackle, and this opens the lock.
